BIMETALLIC LEAGUE. 


Every D istrict In the State R epresented 
at the M eeting Yesterday. 
I n d i a n a p o l i s , Dec. 11.—The meeting 
of the Bimetallio league yesterday at 
the Grand hotel was attended by rep­ 
resentatives from every district in the 
stute. President Allen W. Clarke pre­ 
sided, and spoke, in calling the commit­ 
tee to order, in part as follows: 
•The object of this meeting can be 
briefly stated. 
This is in no sense a 
‘meeting of survivors’ to indulge in re- 
misceuces of a disastrous defeat, or, even 
more nnprofitably, to bandy crimina­ 
tions and recriminations. 
Instead, we 
are here as men, earnestly, conscien­ 
tiously, and, we believe, intelligently, 
imbued with the belief that iu the res­ 
toration of bimetallism lives the present 
sole hope of a return of permanent na­ 
tional prosperity, and that the recent 
temporary defeat is but aud incident in 
the battle of the standards now being 
waged the world over.” 
After listening to letters from B. F. 
Shively and National Chairman Jones, 
and speeches by Dr. ÏÎ. V. Passage, 
Chairman Martin, Dr. J. F. Vau Vornis 
and John W. Kern, the league decided 
to push the work of organization and 
education along the line laid dowu iu 
the campaign and that there would be 
no fusion with gold Democrats. 
It was 
further decided to celebrate on Jan. 8 
and to invite those who voted for Bryan 
and all those who wish they had. Mr 
Clark was re-elected.

Architectural engineering is a branch 
of the gentle art of making mud pies in j 
the land where the adobe houses grow, j 
In the land of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so i are that it is marked with a ! 
red cross, the native contractor and 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
strength of material, the crashing limit 
of tubular columns and the wind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross sections and elevations, nor does 
he whittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come under some other j 
contractor’s bid. 
He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
strikes the “dobe mud, ” and in a short 
time he is ready to begin constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun dried and made with 
straw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural oement pe­ 
culiar to the aria plains of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of states 
and territories. It is turned out in tht 
most primitive manner, and the Blue 
Island briokmaker who might happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican ’dobe 
briokmaker would view the operation 
with amusement or disgust. Kiln burn­ 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not meet, the requirements im­ 
posed by the climatic conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is used. 
In summer an adobe house is cool; in 
winter it is warm. Its thiok walls ab- 
*orb the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun dried brick is soft compared to 
Lie kiln dried article, it does not crum­ 
ble, and it stands for a g es. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested in th« 
'dobe housea For weeks he inquired 
and searched for a 'dobe house in th« 
hands of the builders. 
At length in 
Banta Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with their bare feet upon 
Olay in a wooden frame. He inquired 
and found that he was looking upon two 
Mexicans making adobe brick. In do 
»cribing the process he said: 
“The men actually dug up the ’dot»« 
mud from the bottom of the ditch which 
skirted the road. They mixed it, or, a* 
we say, ‘tempered’ it with water until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
short pieces and mixed it with the clay, 
and their material was ready to mak« 
iuiu Link. A Vvixnl

ground. This frame was filled with the 
’dobe mud mixed with hay, and one oi 
the men got into the frame and stamped 
the mnd down with his bare feet, at 
the same time tamping it with a stick. 
After the frame was packed hard h« 
scraped the surplus mud off with a 
stick, so that the top surface was level 
with the upper edges of the frame, and 
then lifting the frame from the clay h« 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
and stood it. on its edge. The next brick 
be made he leaned against the first ono, 
mid soon he had a dozen large bricks— 
I each twice as wide and long and thick 
as an ordinary brick—drying in the 
sun. One of the men told me that the 
bricks would be ready to lay in three or 
four days, and that they used the mod 
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which the bricks are made of for th* 
plaster. 
“The walls of an adobe bouse are very 
thick, sometimes two or three feet, and 
In the ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
they reach the roof. The roof is support­ 
ed on wooden be.uns, iaid edgewise on 
the walls, aud the bricks are built up 
level with the top of the beams between 
the timbers, leaving the edge of the 
rafters exposed. Tho roof has a slight 
slant, and is made of adobe brioks. 
When it rains, the w ater soaks into th« 
roof bricks, but does not begin to drip 
down into tho rooms below* until the 
rain is over. Then the family moves out 
until the water is through with its 
dripping. I.saw an adobe house in Santa 
Fe which w*as built in the sixteenth 
enemy w*as crippled and a signal ad- century, and, so far as I could see, the 
vantage gained.—Youth’s Companion

house around there. 
“ Walls are built of stone, plastered 
with adobe oeracut, if I may so call it, 
and such walls are strong and solid. I 
suppose if that country had half as much 
rain as falls in Chicago the 'dobe houses 
would after a time crumble away, but 
the average year in New Mexico is 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 days when sunshine predominate« 
and only 89 days of cloud, so that the 
rainfall does not amount to much more 
than a good sized fall of dew. ” 
It ia estimated that an adobe bouse 
oosts about $100 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this material wbicb 
cost not less than $30,000 to construct 
When the “ Americans” settled in New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and the 
lower part of California they accepted 
the treeless condition of the country 
and built their houses of ’dobe mud.— 
Chicago Record.

"Why, certainly, factories, of course. 
The freak business is divided into about 
three varieties—foreign, domestic and 
fake. 
“ In the first class the collectors travel 
nil over the world aa search of rarities, 
but the very best freak* Tome from In­ 
dia and the Malay peninsula In these 
countries there are people who breed 
freaks. They bny young children and 
animals and deform them while their 
bones are soft by all manners of means. 
Then they are constantly on the outlook 
for genuine natural freaks, and in those 
lands the birth of a freak occurs very 
frequently. The headquarters of this 
business is at Singapore. 
"Then there are any number of men 
who devote themselves to the discover­ 
ing and placing of freaks of all kinds 
and varieties, and there is scarcely a 
day goes by that we do not receive 
packages of photographs and illustrated 
circulars from some freak merchant or 
other. 
"Of course there are the faked freak 
men—a perfect host in themselves. 
If 
the proprietor of some little show needs 
an additional attraction and does not 
have the money to hire something good 
—for, like everything else, freaks have 
their price—he can get something for 
little money that will serve his purpose. 
"The real, geimTioM live freaks always 
command high prices and travel all 
over the world in order to exhibit them* 
selves.

Architectural engineering is a branoh 
Bf the gentle art of making mud pies in 
the land where the adobe houses grow. 
In the land of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so lare that it is marked with a 
red cross, the native contractor and 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
strength of material, the crushing limit 
of tubular columns and the wind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. 
He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross wet ions and elevations, nor does 
he whittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come under some other 
contractor's bid. He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until ho 
strikes the "dobe mud," and in a short 
time he is ready to begin constructive 
operation* 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
♦he brick is sun dried and made with 
itri w. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement pe­ 
culiar to the arid plains of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of states 
and territories. It is turned out in the 
most primitive manner, and the Blue 
Island brickmaker who might happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican ’dobe 
brickmaker would view the operation 
with amusement or disgust. Kiln burn 
eel brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not meet the requirements im­ 
posed by the climatic conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is used. 
In summer an adobe house is cool; in 
winter it is warm. Its thick walls ab- 
•orb the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun dried brick is soft compared to 
(lie kiln dried article, it does not crum­ 
ble, and it stands for ages. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested in tbs 
’dobe houses. For weeks he inquired 
and searched for a ’dobe house in the 
hands of the builders. 
At length in 
Bantu Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with their bare feet upon 
clay in a wooden frame. He inquired 
and found that he was looking upon two 
Mexicans making adobe brick. In de 
scribing the process he said: 
"The men actually dug up the 'dohs 
mud from the bottom of the ditch which 
skirted the road. They mixed it, or, as 
we say, ‘tempered’ ii with water until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
short pieces und mixed it with the clay, 
and their material was ready to make 
Into brick. A wood frarno lay on th* 
ground. This frame was filled w ith the 
'dobe mud mixed with hay, aud one of 
tho men got into the frame and stamped 
the mud down with his bare feet, at 
tho same time tumping it with a stick 
After the frame was packed hard bs 
scraped the surplus mud off with a 
stick, so that the top surface was level 
with the upper edges of the frame, and 
then lifting tho frame from the clay ha 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
ami stood it on its edge. The next brick 
lie made he leaned against the first ono, 
mid soon ho had a dozen large bricks— 
each twice as wide and long and thick 
as an ordinary brick—drying in the. 
sun. One of the moa told me that tile 
bricks would be ready to lay in three or 
four days, aud that they used the mig) 
which the bricks are” hiade of few th* 
plaster. 
"The walls of un adobe bouse are very 
thick, sometimes two or three feet, and 
in the ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
they reach the roof. The roof is support­ 
ed on wooden beams, bud edgewise tai 
the walls, and the brick* are built up 
level with the top of the beam* between 
the timbers, leaving tile edge of the 
rafters exposed. The roof has a slight 
slant, and is made of adobe brioka. 
When it rains, the water soaks into tbs 
roof bricks, but does not begin to drip 
down into the rooms below until the 
rain is over. Then the family moves out 
until the water is through with its 
dripping. I saw au adobo house in Santa 
Fe which was built in the sixteenth 
century, and, so far as I could see, tho 
walls were as strong and good as any 
house around th orc. 
"W alls are built of stone, plastered 
with adobe cement, if I may bo call it, 
and such walls are strong aud solid. I 
suppose if that country had half as much 
rain os fulls in Chicago the 'dobe houses 
would after a time crumble away, but 
the average year in New Mexico is 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 days when sunshine predominate# 
and only 39 days of cloud, so that the 
rainfall does not amount to much more 
than a good sized fall of dew." 
It it estimated that an adobe house 
ousts about $100 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this material which 
oust not less than $80,000 to construct. 
When the "Americans" settled in New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and the 
lower part of California they accepted 
the treeless condition of the country 
sud built their houses of 'dobe mud. — 
Chicago Record.

Kentucky is known a* the Corn Crack­ 
er State, from a game bird enjoying th* 
same mime which was formerly found 
Iii great abundance in meat parts of the

In 
tile early days of our history it wa* 
known as the Dark and Bloody Ground, 
being so termed by the Indians. It was 
then a debatable land between the In­
